OUR FRONTISPIECE 


Few of our large cities can equal Cleveland 
in the usefulness and beauty of their Public 


Libraries. The new building at Cleveland, 
opened a little over a year ago, has been 
praised on every hand by those who have 
studied its plan and seen it in use. The 
enormous task of superintending its con- 
struction, of systematizing the moving of 
Cleveland’s large book treasure into the 
new building, was carried out by Miss 
Linda A. Eastman in addition to her duties 
as chief librarian. 

We introduce her here as one of the fore- 
most women librarians today, and that 
implies one of the most successful in the 
profession. She has that rare executive 
ability which creates such a delightful 
esprit de corps in the staff and makes for 
efficient book service throughout the city 
which has been her home since girlhood. 

On leaving school Miss Eastman taught 
school for a few years, but was soon at- 
tracted to library work, and in 1892 became 
an assistant in the Public Library and was 


promoted to be vice-librarian under Mr. 
William H. Brett in 1895. The library was 
then in its old original building, but growing 
fast, and destined to move from one tem- 
porary building to another on its way to the 
beautiful home it now occupies. Through 
all the years of expansion and moving and 
planning, Miss Eastman became more and 
more the confidant and helper of Mr. Brett, 
and at the time of his tragic death in 1918 
was at once chosen as his successor in the 
great work, a choice amply justified by the 
results she has achieved. 

Joining the A. L. A. in 1893, she has 
attended twenty-four conferences, and been 
a member of the Council and the Executive 
Board. She was vice-president in 1917. 
She is also a member of the American 
Library Institute, a charter member of the 
Ohio Library Association, of which she was 
president in 1903-04; member A. L. A. 
Committee on Library and Adult Education; 
and charter member Women’s City Club of 
Cleveland. Numerous articles from her pen 
have appeared in the library press.

A. L. A. CATALOG, 1926, an annotated basic list of 
10,000 books. Edited by Isabella M. Cooper. 

This is a monumental piece of work, and gives 
libraries a work of reference well nigh indispensable. 
There are 1,295 two-and three-column pages, com- 
prising a classified list of books (Dewey system); 
children’s books; author, title, subject-index, 
directory of publishers. In 1893 for the World 
Columbian Exposition at Chicago, a catalog of 5,000 
books was issued. In 1904 a revised and enlarged 
edition, covering 8,000 books was published, with 
supplements in 1912 and 1923. Then comes this 
present large volume and is the first to have had the 
concentrated attention of an editor, for all previous 
editions were edited by those who had also their 
regular library duties to perform. The large amount 
of co-operation this catalog has had is an added 
reason to claim its selection to be the best possible 
and the annotations authentic.

MAGAZINE NOTES 


American Journal of Sociology issued a vol. 32, 
no. 1, Part 2, which all subscribers missed and many 
have thought due them. This is like the old conun- 
drum: “When is a door not a door?” “When it’s 
ajar.” “When is a Part not a Part?” When it’s 
a Part apart from the regular subscription. You 
see The American Sociological Society issues Papers 
and Proceedings each year, and this year vol. 20 was 
due, so they called it American Journal of Sociology, 
vol. 32, no. 1, Part 2, disguising it so the Post Office 
would give second class entry postal rates for its 
mailing, and incidentally causing the Faxon Com- 
pany to spend the postage they saved in telling folks 
why they were not entitled to Part 2, or that they 
really had vol. 20 and didn’t know it. 


British Journal of Radiology is a good example 
of the wonders the X-ray can produce. 

The Rénigen Society Journal with January, 1924, 
changed its name to British Journal of Radiology, 
vol. 20, no. 78, but please notice that it is also desig- 
nated as ““Réntgen Society Section.” 

Archives of Radiology also with January, 1924, 
changed its name to British Journal of Radiology, 
vol. 20, no. 284, and this is called the “B. I. R. Sec- 
tion.’”” Some “‘interference” will surely result when 
all of them “sign off.” 


Dixie Magazine is published in Little Rock, Arkan- 
sas, and represents Arkansas first, and the whole 
Southland second. We wish to fix in print, for 
future bibliographers, what its present acting editor 
has told us. The magazine was started by Mrs. 
N. B. Ford in Dallas, Texas, vol. 1, no. 1, October, 
1925; in 1925, November, vol. 1, no. 2, was issued 
in Little Rock, Arkansas. Vol. 1, no. 3, was 
December, 1925; vol. 2, no. 1, January, 1926. 
Apparently there were no numbers printed in 
February or March. April was vol. 2, no. 4, but 
few copies of this were ever sent to subscribers. 
Then Mrs. Ford went to Birmingham and there 
published vol. 3, no. 2, May, 1926. Meantime, 
in April, she had engaged an assistant editor 
who, when she did not return to Little Rock, con- 
tinued the magazine there, retaining her name as 
owner, and June, 1926, was issued (vol. 2, no. 6). 
July was no. 7, August no. 8, October no. 9, and 
November, 1926, vol. 2, no. 10. The publication 
seems now to be regular, and the publishers will 
see that all old subscribers get the full number of 
issues paid for, though the early numbers can no 
longer be supplied and many subscribers will have 
to - content with later issues.

PREFACE 


This bibliography is designed to aid persons who are planning a vacation trip by canoe, horseback, or on 
foot, in the United States, Canada, or Europe, and who wish suggestions where to go, or wish to profit by the 
experiences of others in some special locality. It is composed of magazine articles in English which have 
appeared from 1910-1926 (June). These dates were selected because of lack of time to examine older material, 
and also because conditions have changed so in various parts of the country since the coming of the automobile 
that vacation trips described in the magazines previous to 1910 are often no longer practicable. 

Only material which is in the New York State Library has been included, and each entry has been examined 
and an annotation made. The articles included are those which tell of trivs taken egy for 
pleasure and to see the country, and not for scientific purposes or for game hunting. Material on Alpine 
climbing and hazardous mountaineering experiences has been disregarded, since this forms a separate field 
and several bibliographies have been compiled on this subject. A few articles on the art of canoeing, horse- 
back riding, and walking, and on clothes and equipment, have also been included, since these may help to 
further the enjoyment of those planning trips. The annotations aim to give practical information as to 
routes followed and equipment provided. 

The compiler of this bibliography has been on canoe cruises in the Adirondacks and in Algonquin Park, 
Canada, and has walked and ridden horseback in Glacier National Park, Mt. Rainier National Park, and 
the Canadian Rockies, and has used her experience as a basis for the selection of articles of a practical nature. 

The bibliography has three divisions, Canoe Trips, Horseback Trins, and Walking Trips, and is arranged 
under these divisions alphabetically by subject headings showing localities.

In canoe cruising in Quebec with Indians, writer 
discovered that contrary to the general notion, the 
bow paddler stands first.

A two weeks’ bountiful food supply for two men, 
based on the United States army ration, and varied 
as the writer’s own experience has dictated. Per- 
sonal taste will suggest some eliminations or sub- 
stitutions. Gives itemized list with quantity. 
Each article should be put in a separate bag, with a 
waterproof cover for all.

How to solve the problems that confront the man 
who must carry his pack and canoe overland.
